The stewards feel it would _ be 
fairer to both sides to allow these 
contracts: to stund vyer the season. 

“In future the stewards will 
allow any player to have all his 
expenses paid, and get his polo 
‘for nothing, but they will . not 
allow any players to make money 
directly or Indirectly out of play- 
ing the game.
